The Committee meets three times in the yegr by virtue of 2 ſummons from the 
Grand Maſter or his Deputy, The petitions of the brethren, who apply for 
charity, are conſidered at theſe: meetings; and if the petitioner is found to be 
a deſerving object, he is immediately relieved with five pounds; and if the cir- 
cumſtances of his cafe are of a ſingular nature, as being reduced by ſome unex- * 
peRed misfortune from a ftate of :afflaence to poverty, or being burdened with a 
numerous family, and incapable'of providing for them, his petition is referred to 
the next communication, where he is telĩe ved with any ſum the Committeejmay have 
ſpecified, not exceeding twenty guineas at one time. By this means the diſtreſſed 
have always found ready relief from this general charity, which is ſolely ſup- 
ported by the voluntary contributions of the different Jodges out of their private 
fund, without being burdenſome on any member of the ſaciety..,;
